statement made in Colorado Springs, 
Colo,, by Dr, Guy Vineyard, who said 


he lived In the house fourteen years 
ago when a medical student, and had 
once taken home a woman's arm for 
the purpose of study and dissection. 
The statement was made 
by 
Dr. 
Vineyard in response to telegraphic 
inquiry, after ii had been learned thai 
he had at oue time lived in the Twen­ 
ty-eighth street house. 
He said he 
does not recau what disposition he 
made of the bones after he had finish­ 
ed the dissection, but presumed he 
left them in the house when he left 
the city in 1908. 
He remembered taking 
the 
arm 
home because of a little incident. His 
stater, he said. had girl friends visit­ 
ing ber, and be remembers

TAFT’S DEFENSE 


Fresno Republican: President T aft’s 
attem pted defense of his own nom ina­ 
tion will be read with considerable in­ 
terest by those Republicans who be­ 
lieve that their party should be Re­ 
publican in form and represent as an 
organization lite purposes and desires 
of its members. 
The president gives 
considerable attention to the question 
as to whether, step by step, those who 
started out to engineer his nomination 
had a legal excuse for putting into ef­ 


f e c t their own desires. 
He gives none 
w hatever as to w hether Ii is nomination 
represents the wishes of the members 
of the Republican par-v, or 
even 
a 
large and worthy minority 
of 
that 
party. 
Were it true, as lite president main­ 
tains, that the nomination of Taft for 
another candidacy’ for president was 
accomplished in an entirely legal m an­ 
ner, without reference to (lie moral 
questions 
involved, 
the 
conclusion 
could only be that the old time m a­ 
chinery of the party had broken,down 
in so far as it was intended to give 
expression to the wishes of the mem ­ 
bers of Hie party, rather than 
the 
wishes of those who found need, for 
professional or personal reasons, 
to 
give their whole time and 
attention 
to perverting that machinery to 
bad 
uses. The president makes no attem pt 
to show that, by any method of ju d g -, 
ment, the mem bers of the party de­ 
sired him again to run for president. 
If they did not desire him to run. hut 
the ordinary political processes of the 
party “regularly” made him the nomi­ 
nee, then the machinery had become 
corrupt. 
Uy t h is method of piece by 
piece 
Justification, President Taft seeks to 
discredit the just purpose of the whop' 
collection of Roosevelt contests. As ti 
whole they fall into two classes, those 
relating to delegations from the Sou’ll 
where there is no real and active Re­ 
publican party, and those in the north 
and west where there is a large citizen 
body of Republicans, active and inter­ 
ested in the direction of political 
af­ 
fairs and keen to realize the position 
in which they have been placed 
by 
their self imposed leaders. 
In 
the! 
south, th ere never has been an 
op­ 
portunity, because of the race ques­ 
tion, to m ake the national Republican 
principles an issue upon which to go 
before the people, and the party has 
consisted largely of those interested 
solely in the question of apportioning 
out the federal 
appointments. 
The 
Roosevelt contests were brought 
in 
these cases not to show that there was 
a popular feeling in tho 
south 
for 
Roosevelt, or that the Taft delegates 
were elected in defiance of the rank 
and tile of the party, hut to show that 
there was no popular feeling either 
way, and that the whole question 
of 
the Southern delegates was 
one 
of 
federal patronage. 
The president hav­ 
ing control of tliis patronage, would of 
course have the benefit, of the “regu­ 
la r” and “legal” votes from the south. 
On the oilier hand, the contests from 
the north and west were brought on 
the very issue of ‘ Shall Hie 
people 
rule?" 
The people of the north were 
for Roosevelt, 
In some states 
they 
were given no legal opportunity, 
by 
Hie Taft politicians, to express 
tills 
desire, as in New York. 
Iii 
other 
states, as in Ohio, they expressed their 
preference for Roosevelt, hut on ac­ 
count of badly drawn laws, this de 
sire vvus not allowed to affect 
the 
“legal" delegations, and Taft 
made 
himself Hie first voice in demanding 
that the delegates of these states vote 
in opposition to the vote of (be part). 
Ami :: 
illy, in certain states where, 
in the ordinary course of events, the 
people by m eans of the legal maeliTn 
et 
at their hands, would have elected 
Roosevelt delegations, and did so, the 
Taft people, as in California, W ashing­ 
ton aud Arizona, connived to raise con­ 
troversies which gave the Taft con­ 
trolled committee a chance 
to 
seat 
the Taft delegations, 
As a dissertation on how to obtain 
‘'legally" elected delegations without 
the approval of the people, Hie Taft 
statem ent is an interesting and 
e n ­ 
lightening document. But it in no way 
justifies the present candidacy of Mi*. 
Taft for re-election.

LATEST CULTIVATION PROCESS 


From th# Rivsr side Enterprise 
This city la soon to become head­ 
quarters for a large amount of experi­ 
mental work In “cultivating” with dy­ 
namite, according to H. D. Gasktll, 
special representative of the Dupont- 
deNemours company.

Field work will start some time the 
latter part of August.

“Our experiments this year ars de­ 
signed to abow the value of getting 
Into the ground early, so that the win­ 
ter rains will have full opportunity to 
penetrate to greatest depth," said Mr.

With building permit* totaling $35, 
639, an increase of $8,529. or 31.$ per 
cent, over the same month last year, 
July justified the prediction that there 
would be very little evidence of sum­ 
mer dullness in the building lines this 
year. Permits for the week ended 
yesterday totaled $8415., including a 
number of moderate priced contracts. 
Indicating that as projects now on 
hand are finished up there will be 
plenty to succeed them. 
According to architects and con* 
tractors there Is indication of marked­ 
ly increased activity In the near fu­ 
ture in the existing inquiry for plans 
and figures. People whose plans had 
been held up until eXpecteu returns 
from various crops should come in, 
are now seeing their way clear, and 
are beginning to make active arrange­ 
ments for building. At present the 
principal interest is in residences, and 
the rate of building them shows no de­ 
crease. Moderate priced houses are 
the rule, but there is a universal de­ 
mand for substantial construction and 
modern features. The pressing de­ 
mand for rental houses is shown in 
the continued activity in building for 
the market, 
there is also much go­ 
ing forward in the way of remodeling 
and renovating residences so as to 
make them atractive to prospective 
renters or purchasers. 
Plans which are 
being perfected, 
but which are not ready for announce­ 
ment as yet, assure the erection of 
several business buildings during the 
coming fall. There is also likelihood 
of considerable activity in the line of 
flat and apartment houses. 
These 
projects, together with the two new 
schools and probably the county hoe 
pital, make it certain that the coming 
season will be by far the busiest in 
the history of the city, exceeding in 
decided degree the remarkable activ 
tty of last fall.

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-Bull Moose” party, and the pol­ 
iticians call it names not fit to print 
Anyway, It is In the ring abd will have 
to be reckoned with by all concerned. 
Guesses as to the number of Totes It 
will poll range all the way from a few 
thousand to as many millions, the num­ 
ber varying with the political complex­ 
ion of the guesser. Some assert that 
it will not carry a single state, while 
others ar* Just as certain that it will 
sweep most of the great Republican 
states of the north and west and may 
even break into the solid south. 
All 
we know for sure is that it will hold a 
national convention in Chicago on Aug. 
5, that It will nominate Colonel Roose­ 
velt for president and that It will be 
called the Progressive party. 
As for 
the rest, it is on the knees of the gods, 
whatever the knees of the gods may 
have to do with politics. 
The first national gathering of the 
Progressive party will be a mass con­ 
vention in which each state will be 
entitled to as mu ny votes as it has sen­ 
ators and representatives in congress. 
the territories being deprived of rep­ 
resentation. In other words, the con­ 
vention will have exactly the sam* 
number of votes as the electoral col­ 
lege. or less than half the quota of 
either old party convention. Yet each 
state may have a number of delegates 
In excess of this number, as many, In 
fact, as the state itself may provide 
aud can get to attend. 
What does the move mean? Is It to 
he only a temporary disturbance, a 
flush In the pan. or is It to be tbs be­ 
ginning of a new departure in Ameri­ 
can political history? 
Its Coming Predieted. 
Th* writer hi especially Interested in 
this move because more than a year 
ago In the Review of Reviews he pre­ 
dicted the formation of a national pro­ 
gress! v* party this year. Colonel Roose­ 
velt wus net then a candidate, nor did 
it seem probable tbat be would be. 
The Injection of bis personality into 
the situation has changed matters lu 
some degree, although th* principles 
remain the same. At the time I wrote 
this article It was my belief that the 
members of the new progressive party 
would come from both of the old par­ 
ties. The nomination of Woodrow Wil­ 
son bas in some degree satisfied pro­ 
gressive Democrats, so that as large 
an influx from that party may not be 
expected as would have gone over 
under other conditions. 
These are only minor variations, 
however. The great fact Is that the 
new party has come, and in much the 
same way that It has been apimrent 
to close political students for some 
time that It must come. However we 
look at It the conclusion Is forced 
upon us that Its effects will he tre­ 
mendous. Even though they never 
succeeded nationally some of the third 
parties hove changed |iolltical history. 
No one man or group of men can o r 
gaulxe a new party. Uke poets, par 
ties are born aud not made. They are 
horn from great Impulses of public 
opinion. They are the result of mate­ 
rial condition*! and of human psychol­ 
ogy. 
One of th* mysterious facts 
about these new parties or st least of 
a certain line of them is tbat one 
comes into being about every twenty 
years. 
Th* Eeoarrent Reform Wove. 
The Republican party was born in 
ISM and two years later participated 
In Its first presidential election. 
It 
started as a third party, but rapidly 
drove the Whigs from the field and be­ 
came on* of the two leading parties. 
John Q. Fremont Its first presidential 
candidate, polled something more than 
1.000.000 votes. but was defeated by 
Jam** Buchanan. In their second elec­ 
tion In IMO tho Republicans succeeded 
owing to i division in tho ranks of the 
Democracy. 
Tho second groat uprising came la 
1874. when tho national Grestiback 
party was organised. Th# shibboleth 
of th* Groenbsckera was a |ieople’* 
money, and th* party supported other 
issues that looked to th* people's rule 
While It aever polled a vary larga vote 
lo a presidential canvass, th# Green­ 
back party did cast about a mlllloa 
votes In on* election, choosing a aum 
ber of governors and members of coa­ 
ita identity was lost through 
fusing with tho Democrats, although 
It was still a factor up to 1884.

The People’s party first advocated 
tbs initiative, referendum and recall, 
postal savings batiks, government own 
ersbip of railroads and telegraphs, a 
People's'money as against what It call­ 
ed the "moue? power," aud other poli­ 
cies in kind. It became involved in the 
free silver fight, although it is a mix 
take to suppose tbat the free coinage of 
silver was one of the original funda­ 
mental Issues on wbicb the People’s 
party was formed. 
In its essence it 
was an antimonopoly. party and wax { 
against railroad domination and fought 
the. machines of both old parties. lls 
great strength was In the wext and 
south, threatening Democratic suprem­ 
acy in the south almost as much us 
Republican supremacy in the wext. 
Tbe formation of the Progressive 
party this year occurs ut tbe cud of 
another twenty year period. Thus the 
dates fall as follows: 
1854—Republican party organized. 
1874—Greenback party organized. 
1892— People’s party organized. 
1912—Progressive party organized. 
The Interval in each case is twenty 
years, except from 1874 to 1892. which 
Is eighteen years, a deviation not great 
enough to be Important.

The Incoming Tide. 
Having gone through tbut fight, I 
have lived lo tbe belief that iii time 
another new party would be formed, 
cherishing tbe same spirit and ta a 
general way tbe same ideas, which 
would sweep tbe nation.

grossive party to be a realization or 
that belief? Has It come to finish tile 
work started tweuty years ago? Tbe 
time waa not ripe then to perform this 
work completely, but public opinion 
baa marvelously changed In tbe two 
decades that have since elapsed. Per 
bap* tbe bour la now striking 
There have beeu other third party 
movements, although not tn the direct 
line bere mentioned. 
To any one fa 
miliar with the history of these move 
manta It la easy to abow how the I Vo 
pie’s party was In a general way the 
successor of the Greenback party aud 
bow tbe Progressive party is taking up 
many of the principles of tbe People’s 
party.

Governors, senators, congressmen and 
other leading men throughout tbe na­ 
tion have declared lu favor of tbe new 
party, although a number of the 
Roosevelt lenders in the Republican 
national convention have refused to 
follow tbe colonel outside of tbe party. 
Notable among these are Senator Bo­ 
rah of Idaho, Governor Deueen of IHI- 
nots and Governor Osborn of Michi­ 
gan.

The registrar of voters of 
San 
Francisco and the secretary of state 
both certified that it was impossible 
to tell how many of these votes were 
cast in the Fourth district, or who re­ 
ceived a majority in that district. The 
committee, however, disregarded these 
certificates, and rested in stead on a 
previous certificate, issued by the sec­

to vote, always provided that alter­ 
nate is a Taft man and the delegate 
a Roosevelt man. The cases here dis- 
cussed cover, in their narrowest ap­ 
plication, SO votes—California 2, Ari­ 
zona 6, Washington Ii, and Texas at 
large 8. The change of these 30 votes 
would have defeated T aft; they would 
have received all the important ac­ 
tions of the convention. Several of the 
district cases from Texas are involved 
in the same ruling as that which was 
made in the case of the delegates at 
large, and are quite as flagrant. Nu­ 
merous other cases—as clearly shown 
by the minority of the national com­ 
mittee and by the minority of the cre­ 
dentials committee of the convention 
—were just as bad. As I have said, 
one Louisiana case was worse. In one 
Indiana case the Taft delegates were 
elected only by first paoking the cre­ 
dentials committee by refusing to let 
in Roosevelt delegates in whose cases 
pretended contests had been filed, and 
then by reversing this rule and letting 
the contested Taft delegates vote on 
their own cases. There was no form of 
trick or fraud which did not find favor 
in the eyes of the conspirators. I have 
merely cited a few oases, so conspic­ 
uous that the facts cannot be truth­ 
fully disputed, and sufficient in num­ 
ber to show by actual figures that the 
nomination of Mr. Taft could not have 
been procured except by their inclu­ 
sion. The men responsible 
for

cared not one rap for the rights or 
wrongs of any of the cases. 
They 
were concerned only with getting the 
requisite number of delegates. 
They 
did steal as many as were needed; 
they would have stolen as many more 
as might have been needed.
